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Lévesque to Wall Street: 
Bienvenue à Québec

Premier Lévesque, describing 
a "quiet revolution" which he 
sees as inevitably leading to 
"quiet independence", ad- 
dressed the Economic Club in 
New York, last night. Stressing 
the "kinship" between the 
American and Quebec peoples, 
Lévesque said that Quebec's 
history was, "linked with that 
of the 13 colonies", and that 
the psychological climate in 
Quebec today was like that of 
the US 200 years ago. After 
twelve generations of colonial 
rule Lévesque stressed that 
Quebec had now achieved 
"national maturity". 

Pointing out that Quebec 
"doesn't want to close any 
doors on foreign Investments," 
Lévesque added that "on the

Claiming to recognize the 
"evils of capitalism, Dr. Ri- 
chard Rubenstein of Yale 
University stated, "But if Cana- 
da were a socialist country, I 
couldn't be talking to you right 
now". Rubenstein presented a 
talk on "Religion, Technology 
and the Human Prospect" to an 
audience of only 50, last night. 

His preference for capitalism 
over socialism was based on 
the theory that in a capitalist 
society, because the political 
structure is controlled by the 
government and the economic 
structure is controlled by 
corporations, there exists 
somehow a balance of power. 
In a socialist society, however, 
whereby government controls 
both economic and political 
structure, a real danger lurks. 

"The danger lies in losing 
sight of humanity and be- 
coming responsible to orders". 
Rubenstein claimed that it is 
imperative in any bureaucracy 
to obey orders, and not to 
count human costs. 

In the same light, the basic 
purpose of World Wars I and II 
were to eliminate the surplus 
population in Europe. Despite 
the official reasons given for 
Ihe wars, they succeeded in re- 
ducing a bulging population 
when it was becoming a prob- 
lem. The Western hemisphere 
at one lime relieved Europe of 
its surplus population, how- 
ever, inthe20thconturytheonly 
way to accomplish this was 
with war. Jews and Poles were 
of the peoples that Hitler 
thought to be in excess in 
Europe. Rubenstein's attemp- 
ted reconstruction of Hitler's 



rationalization for the mass 
tortures and killings of WW II 
provided a twentieth-century 
technology situation in that 
fewer people are needed to 
provide today's commodities. 
Development intensifies unem- 
ployment as less workers are 
needed to do the Job. 

When slavery was abolished 
in America, masses of blacks 
moved to cities to find work 
where economic pressures 
forced them -to be a "sub- 
class"— "something outside 
normal society". Someday, we 
might want to get rid of those 
surplus people, Rubenstein 
warned. We tell racist Jokes 
about bombing New York City 
to control black population but 
maybe someday it won't be a 
joke. 

Rubenstein exemplified his 
view of the social structure In 
Brazil to say that class differ- 
entiation was perhaps not a bad 
thing. He divided people into 3 
catagories: the élite, Ihe poor 
mass, and the counter élite or 
intellectuals. The élite is not a- 
fraid of the poor mass,, he 
reasoned, but they are wary of 
Ihe counter élite because of the 
possibility of the latter leading 
the masses to revolution. 
However, the élite manages lo 
terrorize the counter élite in 
that it is they who provide jobs 
and opportunities and a gener- 
ally comlortable lifestyle. 

Rubenstein proposed no sol- 
ution lor Ihe world situation ho 
described, but he graced the 
audience with his predictions 
lor Ihe lulure: "There will be no 
major changes but the situation 
will gel worse" 



contrary, we are ready to wel- 
come foreign enterprise as long 
as they respect the language of 
Ihe majority". The PQ does not 
intend to carry out nationaliza- 
tion save for the asbestos 'in- 
dustry, the mining and proces- 
sing of which involve great se- 
curity risks to the workers Invol- 
ved. 

Emphasizing his party plat- 
form was social democratic, 
Lévesque summed up the PQ's 
policies as, "not dogmatic but 
essentially pragmatic". The 
Québec Government would be 
open to joint ventures and 
"dedicated to be good neigh- 
bours". 

Repeating what he had said 
at U de M last week, Lévesque 
said that "Quebecers have to 
learn lo live within their own 



means" and that the PQ 
Government would "perman- 
ently improve our democratic 
institutions". Reiterating his 
promise of a "more humane" 
governmenl, Lévesque pointed 
out the modalities he had put 
forth to bring about "strict 
integrity". These modalities, 
such as the immediate sale by 
ministers of shares in com- 
panies involved in governmen- 
tal dealings, are one of the few 
moments which brought ap- 
plause from the American 
audience. 

Counting on the sympathy 
and understanding of the 
American people for the collec- 
tive emancipation of Québec, 
Lévesque concluded with the 
remark that his government, 
"could not afford not to suc- 
ceed". 



BC tuition fees to soar 



VICTORIA [CUPl-Government 
funding of BC's three public 
universities will Increase by 
11.5 per cent this year, the 
provincial government announ- 
ced Monday. Finance Minister 
Evan Wolfe, delivering the 
1977-78 budget to the legisla- 
ture, said the total university 
grant will increase to $191 .9 
million In 1977-78 from $172 
million last year— an Increase 
of $19.9 million. 

The education expenditures 
quickly came under attack,' 
however, with predictions that 
tuition fees will increase 25 to 
40 percent, and charges that it 
Is a "stand pat" budget with a 
real increase of only 8.3 to 8.5 
per cent. 

Dave Theesen, University of 
BC student President, said 
Monday tuition fees at UBC will 
rise from 25 to 40 per cent next 
year. 



"The university needs a 14 
per cent increase In Its operat- 
ing grant to maintain this year's 
programs at the same level next 
year," Theesen said. He said he 
understands UBC will only get 
an eight per cent operating 
grant increase, six percent less 
than it needs. 

Theesen said UBC can re- 
duce its expenditures two per 
cent by "streamlining," leaving 
$4 million to be realized by 
higher tuition fees. Last year, 
tuition fees totalled $12.4 mil- 
lion, 11 per cent of UBC's 
revenue. 

Wolfe also unveiled a $15 
million summer job program for 
students that would increase 
the number of students emp- 
loyed by the government this 
summer to 12,000. The govern- 
ment employed 11,500 stud- 
ents last summer. 

The total provincial budget is 



$3.8 billion, an increase of only 
5.9 per cent over last year's. It 
was billed as a "hold-the-llne," 
budget, with few dramatic 
moves on either the revenue or 
expenditure side. 

The 11.5 per cent increase to 
the universities Is up from the 
,5.5 per cent increase in 1976- 
77. 

The BC Universities Council, 
mediator between the provinc- 
ial government and the univer- 
sities, must still decide how to 
divide the money betwen UBC, 
Simon Fraser University, and 
the University of Victoria. 

"This Is a stand pat budget," 
SFU Administration President 
Pauline Jewett said Monday. 
"It's about enough for the 
university to stand still." Jew- 
ett said the overall increase in 
funds for the universities will 
continued on page 3

proposal to drastically change 
the CEGEP system. 

"In cases like these ANEQ 
just doesn't suit our purposes," 
said Lavasseur. Lavasseur sees 
the association as a way for 
English colleges to "discuss 
issues which are particular to 
English colleges," and "to band 
together to protect ourselves 
against such reports as GTX."

Lunchtime at the Zoo— a pleasant diversion, albee-lt absurd. 



Student work ignored; 
Zoo Story well acted

Opening the Players' Theat- 
re's winter season of lunchtime 
productions, two gentlemen 
performed in an old and well 
known play— The Zoo Story by 
Edward Albee. It is unfortunate 
that the Players' Club does not 
take the initiative to present 
works of unknown playwrights 
during the lunch hours. Time 
after time we are invited to see 
renditions of yet another famed 
playwright's creation. Surely 
there are McGill students who 
have written their own plays 
and given -the opportunity 
would love to have them 
performed. But this is not to 
say that The Zoo Story was 
unworthy of the 50 minutes or 
the climb upstairs to the third 
floor of the Union. 
■ Directed by Curzon Dobell, 
The Zoo Story begged for more 
interaction • between the two 
characters, Jerry (Dobell) and 



Peter (Davidson Thomson). The 
play Itself suffered from à 
paucity of movement both 
grand and small; the lines 
allowed for more character 
interpretation. 

Dobell was a strong Jerry. 
His nervous, but subtle hand 
gestures clued us into his 
disturbed mind, but these hints 
at his personality were too 
frequently lost on his greater 
gestures. He walked around 
and around the stage until it 
became difficult to attend to 
what he was saying. 

Seated on a bench, Peter, a 
man from the "other side of the 
tracks", stared in disbelief at 
■ the tale of his recent acquain- 
tance— Jerry, a transient. 
Thomson's responses to Dobell 
were ill-timed and the weak- 
ness of his character occasion- 
ally became Indistinguishable 
from the weakness of his 



acting. Thomson relied on 
technical devices to oust him 
from potentially awkward situa- 
tions; a credit to this training 
and talent. It Is difficult to sit 
on a bench for a period of time 
and be expected to say noth- 
ing. This difficulty would have 
been somewhat allayed, how- 
ever, if Dobell had kept more 
consistent eye contact with 
him. Instead Dobell's tendency 
was to throw the lines off, with 
conviction but with vague dir- 
ection. 

Sandwich Theatre produc- 
tions will continue throughout 
this term. They provide a fine 
opportunity for seeing dramatic 
productions of all sorts; for 
free, no lessl The Zoo Story will 
begin at 1 :10 pm every day this 
week In the Players' Theatre, it 
Is a good time to catch up on 
Albee. 



COC terms Auto Show 
carpeted circus of vice

The Auto Show was de- 
scribed by COC and Save 
Montreal as a pornographic 
circus of chrome carpets and 
dancing girls which the auto- 
mobile industry puts to good 
Use in the creation of an aura. of. 



the free spirit and sexual 
desirability. 

According to COC, the mil- 
lion dollar "show of vice" could 
have been spent on an efficient 
rational mode of transporta- 
tion, such as the combination 
of trains, buses, skis and 
bicycles. 

The presence of Mayor Dra- 
peau, and the federal and 
provincial ministers of Industry 
and Trade, Rodrigue Tremblay, 
and Jean Chrétien, the COC 
feels, reaffirmed their blessing 
of the automobile and oil 
industries' political tactics. 
Governments have submitted 
to industry pressures to prevent 
development of an efficient 
public transport system 
through the construction of 
autoroutes (or .use. by cars.. . . 



In an attempt to 'exorcize' the 
city of the automobile's crimes, 
COC Intends to maintain their 
opposition to auto power, par- 
Its display of "vice" 
and they expect to eventually 
eliminate it by "running it out 
•of town". 

Among the many "crimes" of 
automobiles, COC underlines 
the following: The car Is the 
major contributor to all types of 
pollution in the city. The 
automobile is the principal 
source of the Indebtedness of 
many people. The automobile 
kills a Quebecer every 4% 
hours. The automobile is res- 
ponsible for the destruction of 
many of our homes and those 
of our ancestors for its auto- 
routes and parking.

Cote des Neiges MCM denounces expulsion 

The MCM ward association president for Cote des Neiges 
Jacques Carignan has stated that his district will boycott 
MCM activities to emphasize its opposition to the party's 
leftist leadership and radical program. Carignan also 
reaffirms the acceptance of district city councillors Bob 
Keaton and Nick Auf der Maur as party members in good 
standing despite their expulsion from the MCM caucus. 

According to Carignan, Keaton and Auf der Maur still 
consider themselves members of the MCM opposition of 15 
city council seats. Since the moderates form a majority In 
the caucus, they will likely defy the expulsion decision by 
accepting Keaton and Auf der Maur In time for Thursday 
night's city council meeting. 

Cote des Neiges members and party moderates Intend to 
collaborate to reduce radical tendencies in the MCM, to 
remove leadership control from the left wing, and attempt to 
direct the party rightward. 

Hotel operators beg for justice 

Alleging that the municipal tax burden on Montreal hotels 
Is higher here than In every one of 1 1 other cities surveyed In 
Canada and In the United States, city hotel operators plan to 
ask fora complete reform of property tax assessment In the 
Montreal Urban Community. 

Jean Rameau, general manager of the Hotel Association 
of Greater Montreal, fears that the competitiveness of 
Montreal hotels has been undermined by high municipal tax. 
The association will accordingly press for the exemption of 
hotels from the new Olympics tax recently Imposed on 
Montreal pfoperty owners by the provincial government. 
Hospitals to close 

Two Montreal hospitals, Saint-Charles Borromée and 
Résidence Dorchester, will soon be closed by the Social 
Affairs Ministry for renovation. New locations have yet to be 
found for the hospitals' 500 chronically-ill patients and 700 
hospital staff members will be obliged to search out new 
employment. The renovations will total $10 million. 

House prices to drop 

The price of houses in the Montreal region should 
diminish or stabilize In 1977, claimed Maurice Farragi, 
ex-president of the Chambre d'immeuble during a press 
conference held on Monday. Farragi attributed the 
anticipated decrease in the average cost of houses to a shift 
In the market and not as a result of the recent PQ victory In 
the provincial elections. He attributed the drop In prices to a 
number of factors: many real estate agents demand too 
much money for the houses they sell, thus retarding sales 
and too many homebuyers since 1 974 have been overcharged 
for their houses and today are finding it impossible to make 
a substantial profit. 

At the same time, the housing market has expanded due 
to a large number of new houses and, finally, many people 
are patiently hoping that prices will come down eventually. 
This will ease the demand for single unit dwellings. 

Farragi noted that home buyers are now holding the big end 
of the stick.

ing funding for Interior colleges 
and payment on debt financing. 

"Our original request, which 
we thought was a reasonable, 
not a very inflated request, was 
21.3 per cent (higher than last 
year's grant)," she said. Jewett 
said she thinks the budget 
increase requested by SFU is 
lower than the percentage 
increases requested by UBC 
and UVIC. 

"At SFU we had already 
Instituted some economies 
over the last year," she said. 
"There's not much more fat 
around." 

The grant given- to the 
universities oxhibits a no- 
growth policy, she said. "I 
think the potential for univers- 
ity students Is pretty dismal," 
Jewett said. "This kind of In- 
crease does not leave much 
possibility - for . strengthening 



existing programs and starting" 
new programs. 

"I don't see much encourage- 
ment in this particular budget 
for young people," she said. 

UBC Administration Presi- 
dent Doug Kenny said the 
budget indicates the UBC is 
"not getting what we asked 
for." He refused to say what 
UBC's budget request was. 

"It's not what the university 
requested, and to that extent 
It's a shortfall," Kenny said. 

He refused comment about 
how much the university will 
fall short in Its operating 
budget and also would not say 
whether tuition fees will rise. 

"We won't know until the 
Universities Council decides 
the budget," he said. 

The Council Is scheduled to 
review allotments to the three 
universities. Feb. 23..

Quebecers are now afraid of 
"overdependence" on foreign 
investors, as opposed to the 
old "dependence". Lévesque 
will accept foreign investment 
as long as it speaks French, 
and doesn't affect "the com 
petitive position of our owi 
industries." 

There will be no takeovers 
or nationalizations of Indus- 



try, especially, the Premier 
noted, in iron mining, pulp 
and paper production or tele- 
phones. IOCO, CIP and Bell 
can relax. 

Levesque's assurances and 
concessions to "neighbourly 
relations" were tempered only 
be the most deliberate of his 
pre-election promises— a 
nationally controlled banking, 
forestry and asbestos 
industry. 

It is little wonder that 
Lévesque won the November 
election. The speech was a 
masterpiece of its kind. Wall 
Street now, like Québécois 
then, is convinced that Inde- 
pendence will "work". 

The Premier is master of the 
double-edged, two-tongued 
hard sell. Quebec will enjoy 
speaking French, and Wall 
Street will enjoy wringing the 
place for interest payments, 
cheap natural resources and a 
heavy-consuming light-paid 
population.

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The professors of Université 
du Québec à Montréal (UQAM) 
have been on strike since Oct. 
18. The main issue is not one 
of salary but rather, the 
protection of certain rights 
that have been guaranteed for 
the past six years by the last 
collective agreement and 
which the administration now 
threatens to take away. 
Among the issues at stake 
.ire: departmental autonomy 
in hiring of professors, the 
right to participate in the 
evaluation of their work, the 
right to participate in determ- 
ining teaching policies and 
course content. The profes- 
sors are also asking for 
maternity leaves and a day- 
care centre In recognition of 
the problem of women profes- 
sors. 

The administration is deter- 
mined to exclude these 
clauses from the next con- 
tract. The Quebec Ministry of 
Education has openly advised 
SPUQ (Syndicat des Profes- 
seurs de l'UQAM) to stick to 
working conditions and salary 
scales in their negotiations 
and to forget about their other 
demands!

Reform, which in effect calls 
for complete control by ad- 
ministrators of orientation of 
courses, course content, and 
research in the universities. 

To understand this, situa- 
tion it is essential to grasp the 
relationship between the aca- 
demic institutions and the 
rest of society. In every class 
society, the system of educa- 
tion is oriented by and serves 
the needs of the ruling class. 
Universities fulfill a dual role. 
Under capitalism they train 
people to meet the needs of 
the bourgeoisie in business 
and industry and they serve to 
propagate bourgeois 
Ideology, that view of the 
world which rationalizes and 
justifies the position of the 
bourgeoisie as the ruling 
class. 

In socialist society the 
universities also serve the 
class in power— the proletar- 
iat. Thus in a socialist country 
like China, the universities 
also train people to improve 
production, but production 
Is determined by the needs of 
the people and not by the 
desire to maximize profits. On 
the Ideological front, the old 
bourgeois .Ideas, which justi.-, 



fled the exploitation of 
man, are criticized and de- 
nounced and the proletarian 
ideology based on equality 
and cooperation is studied 
and developed. 

What goes on in education- 
al institutions cannot be 
viewed Independently of the 
existing economic and politic- 
al conditions. Thus the pres- 
t situation at UQAM Is 
linked with the current econ- 
omic crisis. This crisis mani- 
fests itself in the rising cost of 
living, the severe housing 
shortage, massive layoffs and 
high unemployment. The 
bourgeoisie, in its attempt to 
protect its profits, is trying to 
make the working class shoul- 
der the burden, of the crisis. 
Thus we have recently witnes- 
sed huge cutbacks In the 
social services: hospitals, 
public transportation, snow 
removal, schools etc. 

The Dèpres "Reform" Is an 
attempt to exert tighter cont- 
rol over education, to make 
the university more profitable 
and to bring it in line with the 
needs of the bourgeoisie in 
the present crisis. The strike 
at UQAM is part of the general

ures implemented by the 
bourgeoisie. Concretely this 
means the struggle cannot be 
restricted to the realm of 
education but must be waged 
in solidarity with the working 
class and the people. This is 
exactly what Is happening at 
UQAM where the students and 
maintenance workers have 
united with the professors in 
their struggle. The mainten- 
ance workers have refused to 
cross picket lines even though 
the administration has with- 
held their pay for over six 
weeks. 

McGIII students must break 
out of their isolation and 
Involve themselves in the 
struggles being waged 
against cutbacks and layoffs. 
The working class is hardest 
hit by the crisis and is leading 
the resistance against these 
repressive measures. We 
must show our solidarity and 
struggle for socialism, the 
only solution to capitalist 
crises.
